When the town of St. Paul 
was founded in the late 1800s, Carroll County, 
Virginia already had a post office using that 
name. The town of St. Paul chose Estonoa as 
the name for its post office. After lots of con- 
fusion, the town was allowed to use the name 
of St. Paul for its post office. St. Paul High 
School later adopted Estonoa as the epithet 
of its annual.
